An Old Germ Meets a New Master 
SLEEPER FOALS AND STREPTOMYCIN 


By E. R. DOLL, F. E. HULL and D. W. BRUNER, Kentucky Agricultural Experiment 
Station, Department of Animal Pathology, Lexington, Ky. 


The “sleeper foal” is well known to 
breeders and managers who attend their 
foaling mares. Frequently these foals are 
said to have navel-ill or joint ill. Tech- 
nically the disease is referred to as 
Shigella equuli infection, omphalophle- 
bitis. and pyosepticemia. This disease is 
the result of infection with a bacterium 
known as Shigella equuli. 

It is the disease that so commonly strikes 
down the young foal within several hours 
to two or three days after it is born. Many 
of the foals are severely ill or die before 
they are 24 hours of age. and some are 
apparently affected at birth. The foals 
are weak, frequently being unable to 
stand and nurse. and lie quietly in the 
stall as if sleepy. Often they feel cold 
and are limp when handled. 

Some foals are apparently strong and 
active at birth, rise and nurse normally, 
but are stricken after several hours with a 
severe illness that usually follows a rapid 
and fatal course. Others may seem well 
for one to three days before symptoms ap- 
pear. The pulse and respiratory rates are 
increased in frequency and the infection is 
accompanied by higher body temperature 
or fever. 

Note: The investigation reported this 
paper is in connection with a project of the 
Kentucky Agricultural Experiment Station and 
is published by permission of the Director. 
The disease is the number one killer of 

young foals. Data recently published by 
Drs. Dimock, Edwards, and Bruner show 
that of 550 infected foals presented to this 
department for post-mortem examination 
46.3 per cent had Shigella equuli infection, 
and 37.8 per cent had streptococci infec- 
tions. The foals varied in age from one day 
to eight months. It was particularly inter- 
esting to compare the type of infection 
present with the age of the foal. During the 
first 7 days after foaling, 197 foals died of 
Shigella equuli infection, and of these 160 
died during the first three days. During 
the same age period, 75 foals were found 
to have died of streptococci infections. 

In addition to describing some of the 
characteristics of the disease, the authors 
wish to call attention to the successful 
treatment with streptomycin of “sleeper” 
foals during the 1947 and 1948 foaling 
seasons. Although the number of foals 
treated with streptomycin is not sufficient 
for definite conclusions, this antibiotic 
agent appears more likely to combat Shi- 
gella equuli infections successfully than 
any means of treatment previously avail- 
able to the veterinarian. 

When streptomycin first became avail- 


able to us for experimental use in the fall 
of 1946, laboratory tests were performed 
to determine if the bacterium. Shigella 
equuli, was susceptible to its action. These 
tests showed that the growth of this bae- 
terium was prevented by relatively small 
amounts of streptomycin. When this fact 
was disclosed. arrangements were made 
with a number of practicing veterinarians 
in central Kentucky so that foals sick of 
Shigella equuli infections could be treated 
with streptomycin. 

At the outset of this work, streptomycin 
was quite scarce and expensive; and in 
the endeavor to be sure of a correct diag- 
nosis before starting treatment, some treat- 
ments were started too late and the foals 
were lost. In the 1948 foaling season, 
however, every attempt was made to start 
treatment with streptomycin as soon as pos- 
sible. As a result, 14 of 17 sick foals that 
received streptomycin treatment survived, 
and 2 of those that died had another type 
of infection that was not susceptible to 
streptomycin. 

The technical aspects of the use of strep- 
tomycin in infected foals have been de- 
scribed and are available to the practicing 
veterinarian in the veterinary journals. 
Dosage of streptomycin will vary for dif: 
ferent foals, and dual or mixed infections 
may be present requiring simultaneous 
treatment with penicillin or other drugs to 
insure control of the disease. For this 
reason, a general recommendation cannot 
be made. and the course of treatment to 
follow must be left to the decision of the 
veterinarian attending the sick foal. 

In this discussion, it is our intent to 
point out pertinent information for breed- 
ers and managers. so that they can aid 
their veterinarian in more effective treat: 
ment of the infected foal. As has been 
mentioned, some foals were lost because 
treatment was begun too late. In one case 
the foal was dead within thirty minutes 
after the veterinarian arrived at the farm. 
and several others died within two to four 
hours after receiving the first dose of strep- 
tomycin. The foals that were treated suc- 
cessfully have required courses of treat: 
ment varying from 24 hours to 6 days. 

In most cases the foals that recovered 
rapidly received their first treatment early 
in the course of the disease and were not 
severely ill when treatment was. started. 
The desirability of early treatment for the 
sick foal is also emphasized by the ex 
tremely toxic effect of the bacteria. Shi- 
gella equuli, when injected into laboratory 
animals. It appears possible that when

enough poisonous material may have been 
| produced in its body to cause death even 
though an effective curative agent is used 
to stop growth of the infecting bacteria. 
Another cause of failure which is not 
unique to streptomycin but applies to 
many other drugs. is the desire to econo- 
mize and as a result terminate treatment 
too soon. In the 25 cases that have received 
streptomycin treatment, there was one re- 
lapse following rapid improvement of a 
foal during a short course of treatment. In 
another case treatment was stopped at 24 
hours when the foal appeared to be recov- 
ering from the illness. It had a severe 
relapse and died within 24 hours. 


From the experience obtained during the 
last two foaling seasons, it appears desir- 
able to continue treatment with strepto- 
mycin for one to two days after the foal’s 
temperature has fallen to normal and it 
has been nursing regularly. 


Breeders and managers are familiar with 
foals born in a very weak condition and 
slow to arise and nurse. Also there are 
foals that get up readily but are lacking 
in normal energy and appetite. It is this 
type of foal that commonly falls victim to 
Shigella equuli infection. Evidence has 
been obtained that it is worthwhile to use 
streptomycin for this type of foal for one 
or two days as a means of preventing the 
infection from becoming established. The 
prophylactic use of streptomycin on foals 
of this type until they have gained energy 
and become active, may prove to be one 
of the most expedient means of reducing 
illness and mortality from Shigella equuli 
infections. 

Streptococcal infections of new-born 
foals has been a complicating factor in the 
use of streptomycin. As a group, the bac- 
teria known as streptococci are not sus- 
ceptible to streptomycin, and consequently 
diseases caused by streptococci do not re- 
spond favorably to streptomycin. 

In the new-born foal, it is often very dif- 
ficult to determine if the infection is caused 
by Shigella equuli, streptococci or other 
organisms. Infection with streptococci 
and Shigella equuli sometimes occurs to- 
gether in the same foal. For this reason 
the attending veterinarian may decide to 
use both streptomycin and penicillin in 
treating some foals. In the group of foals 
treated in this investigation. some re- 
sponded favorably to penicillin when strep- 
tomycin was found to be ineffective. Others 
that failed to respond to penicillin im- 
proved when streptomycin was given, and 
in others both antibiotics were required to 
control the infection.

Citation Delivers an Encore; 


Bayeux Had His Difficulties 


New York 

Citation ran down the stretch at Belmont 
Park. as he had done three times before 
(not counting the chute), and went into 
the winner’s enclosure as usual. Greatly 
to his surprise, a wreath of yellow chrys- 
anthemums was thrown over his neck. He 
looked around to make sure. 
Belmont Park, all right. Then he spotted 
Jimmy Butler circling around the en- 
closure. “So that’s it.” he thought. “Em-

pire City’s running the show. That’s why | 


the flamboyant display of flora.” 


Empire City put a handsome show on its 
borrowed stage. For the second time it 
got two foreign contenders which couldn't 
contend, but for the second time it got a 
good race, and for the second time you 
could feel the somewhat jaded horseplay- 
ers unfolding slowly. like rosebuds. They 
lost their money, as is customary. but they 
got music and color and fuss, and a tale 
to tell the kiddies on winter nights. and 
it was worth it. 

This wasn’t a thriller like Stymie’s rush- 
ing finish of last year. But it was a tech- 
nically perfect performance of a greater 
horse, and when Citation swept past the 
leaders half-way down the back stretch no 
public address system was needed to tell 
the crowd that the champion had gripped 
the bit. And there was a gasp as Carolyn 
A. shot out of the pack on the far turn, 
and another when Phalanx began running 
for money in the stretch. It doesn’t hap- 
pen too often in these parts, but I think 
that most of the crowd actually saw the 
race and knew what it was seeing. That’s 
one for the kiddies. too. 


TWO BITS. When Citation was getting 
his prep races in Florida last winter, it 
was noted that he was sometimes fright- 
fully casual about where he was going in 
his interest in his surroundings. It was 
suggested that if he ran in blinkers he 
would pay more attention to the matter 
in hand. 

“Maybe he would.” said Jimmy Jones. 
“You don’t think I like to see him looking 
up in those trees going around the first 
turn, do you? But when a horse is going 
as good as he is, I just don’t like to change 
his equipment.” 

Subsequent events have proved that, if 
Citation would do better in blinkers, the 
improvement would be quite unnecessary. 
But he has continued with one slightly 
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unusual bit of equipment, in that he still 
runs in an overcheck bit, which [I can de- 
scribe only as a sort of double snaffle, 
made up of two bits, one above the other, 
and both controlled by the same set of 
reins. Well, and what was the good of it? 


“He needs it,’ said Jimmy. “You 
wouldn't think it to watch him going 


along, but he can be pretty rank some- 
times. That top bit buckles up against 
the roof of his mouth, and it can be made 
as tight as you want it by tightening up 
the straps. He handles a lot better in it.” 

This was tested, involuntarily, last 
spring at Havre de Grace, in the Chesa- 
peake Stakes. Citation broke his bit at 
the post, and it is enough of a rarity that 
the stable hadn’t another and couldn’t find 
one. There was a spare bridle at the 
gate, with an ordinary “D” bit, and this 
was perforce put on Citation. He won. 
but as Jones remarked, “he run like a 
mule in a halter,” being all over the track. 

Arcaro, who was just getting used to 
Citation, came back wondering. “Does he 
handle like that all the time?” he asked. 

A couple of harness makers in Mary- 
land heard of the circumstance, and came 
out and had a look at Citation’s bit and 
bridle, and decided they could copy it. 
They did, and now Calumet has three or 
four, in case Citation chews up another 
one, 


BELGIAN. That Bayeux could give 
any reasonable account of himself in the 
Gold Cup was almost impossible. Marcel 
Wollanders. who came over with the Bel- 


gian Gold Cup winner to ride him here, 
said the horse started fighting as soon as 
he left England, and kept it up until he 
was unloaded on this side. There was, in 
fact, talk of putting him off in Iceland, 
but Iceland, as you'd expect. was not 
equipped with a ramp for unloading 
horses from airplanes, not having much 
use for horses. 

Wollanders, who was born in Brussells 
and has been riding since 1934, apparently 
thought a good deal of the horse, which 
hadn't been out of the money in six starts. 
his defeats including a second behind 
Arbar in the Ascot Gold Cup. 

Wollanders got a fling at American rac- 
ing the day before the Cup, going out on 
a 24-to-l1 animal named Demavend. Off 
form, he should have been about ninth in 
the field of 14, but he was a respectable 
fourth, beaten about three lengths. Wol- 
landers got him out of the gate with the 
first flight. and between calls got him in 
front turning for the stretch. It was the 
first time Demavend had ever been in 
front, in seven starts, and maybe it fright- 
ened him. Anyway, he retired gracefully 
to fourth. 

The jockey. like the foreign ones who 
came last year, sat his horse extremely 
well. He rides with a slightly longer stir- 
rup and a slightly longer rein than our 
beys, and with none of that acey-deucey 
stuff. Though his career has been mostly 
in Belgium, he speaks English quite flu- 
ently. This department knows only one 
question to ask anyone from Belgium, and 
used it up early. 

Wollanders said yes. he knew Lucien 
Lyne quite well, and that the Kentucky- 
born former rider was in France, training 
horses as usual. 

In the Cup an assistant starter took hold 
of Bayeux, though Wollanders asked him 
not to. The Belgian horse was more in- 
terested in breaking away from the man 
than in leaving with the field, and he broke 
out to the stands and was beaten before he 
had gone a hundred yards. He didn’t run 


much afterward, but I suppose his rider 
felt there was little use. 
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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


No Short Selling 
At Santa Anita 


During its more than a decade of oper- 
ation. Santa Anita Park, in California, has 
been one of the models for American rac- 
ing. As one of the newest tracks in the 
U. S., its physical layout is considerably 
advanced over many of the old courses, 
especially from the standpoint of conven- 
ience for the spectators. And as one of 
the most prosperous tracks in America its 
appropriation for purses has overshadowed 
many of those with a deeper historic back- 


ground, 

That a 7 per cent decline in attendance 
and a 12 per cent decline in betting dur- 
ing last winter’s meeting from the 1946-47 
levels has not changed the purse distribu- 
tion policy is shown in the condition book 
for the meeting opening December 28. 

Nine stakes carrying $50,000 each in 
added money and three with $100,000 
added are on the schedule. In addition, 
there will be overnight races for $10,000 
purses, and a minimum purse of $3.590. 

The Santa Anita Derby. the Handicap. 
and the Maturity remain the headline 
stakes. For the Handicap. the winner is 
guaranteed $100,000. 

One change has been made in the stakes 
lineup from last year: the San Vicente 
Handicap, for 3-year-olds at 1;/; miles, has 
been dropped. In its place has been re- 
scheduled the San Juan Capistrano Handi- 
cap, for 3-year-olds and upward at 11% 
miles. Like the San Vicente, its added 
money is $50,000. 

Entries to the Derby. the Maturity, and 
the Handicap close December 1. Most of 
the other stakes close a week in advance 
of their running, except for the California 
Breeders Champion Stakes. which is raced 
as a futurity. 

The stakes entry blanks have a new 
clause illustrating how we are skidding 
into the television era: 

Los Angeles Turf Club, Inc., may desire to 
televise certain of the races. It reserves all 
right to television and all entries will only be 
accepted on the condition that if demanded by 
Los Angeles Turf Club, Inc., the owner, the 
jockey, the trainer, the groom and all other per- 
sons possibly coming within the view of the 
television picture sign a formal release permit- 
ting such television and the exhibiting thereof. 


Each blank also includes a notice that 
“This Stake will not be divided.” 

Carleton F. Burke continues as director 
of racing, and Webb A. Everett as racing 
secretary and handicapper. 

The Maturity Stakes has not yet pro- 
gressed to the point of being on a futurity 
basis, as it will by 1951. Supplementary 
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entries will be received five days before the 
race for a fee of $5,000, in addition to the 
$500 entry fee, due the day before the race. 
and a $1,500 starting fee. 

For the Maturity a base weight of 112 
pounds has been established. with penal- 
ties for winnings up to $200,000 at three 
and four. On this basis Citation would 
pick up 18 pounds. giving him a total of 
130. the maximum. Flashco won the first 
running last January under 113. On Trust. 
second, carried top weight of 125. The 
meeting runs 50 days—December 28 
through March 5. The stakes:

THE COVER: MAN O° WAR 


On the morning of October 16, the 
bronze statue of Man o’ War shown on the 
cover was unveiled to the public. There 
was no attendant ceremony, but a crowd of 
Big Red’s admirers was on hand to inspect 
the figure that had been in the making 
since 1941. 

Sculptor Herbert Haseltine had not 
worked continuously on the statue for 
seven years. But what with the war-time 
shortage of metal, and other problems, it 
took time to cast the heroic bronze (it is 
a fifth larger than Man o’ War) and get 
it ready for installation over the moat-sur- 
rounded grave at Samuel D. Riddle’s Far- 
away Farm, outside Lexington. The small 
park in which the memorial is erected will 
be visited by thousands during the coming 
years, just as the great horse himself was 
central Kentucky’s No. 1 landmark until 
his death last November. 

On the afternoon of October 16, after 
the crowd at Faraway had dispersed, an- 
other crowd assembled at Belmont Park. 
in New York, to watch Calumet Farm’s 
Citation toy with an international field 
over the same course at which Man o’ War 
had set a world reéord for 15, miles 28 
years before. 

To many people, Citation’s splendid ac- 
complishments have raised him to the ped- 
estal which had had only one tenant 
since 1920. To others, Big Red will always 
be the “mostest hoss.”

Record Meeting at Beulah 


Beulah Park, the Ohio track located 
near Columbus, on October 16 completed 
the most successful meeting in its history. 
Over 36 days the attendance averaged 
slightly over 3.000 daily, and the pari- 
mutuel handle averaged $117,433. It was 
the best mutuel handle in the history of 
the course. A totalisator was in operation 
for the first time, after much legal scrim- 
maging between the racing commission, 
which ordered the installation of a tote, 
and the track management. 

Last year the handle averaged $81.169 
at a 19-day meeting and $78,888 at a 25- 
day session. In 1946, best previous year 
the track had ever had, two meetings aver- 


aged $85,683 and $77,605. 


Puerto Rico Program 


Plans for 65 days of racing, December 
15-April 15, have been announced for 
Puerto Rico. Total purse distribution will 
be about $225,000. The island has three 
mile tracks, with starting gates and finish 
cameras. David Novick, University of 
Puerto Rico faculty member and Govern- 
ment consultant in economics, was asked 
to act as adviser to the Puerto Rico racing 
commission in formulating the program. 


CAROLYN K 
The Carolyn K Stable, which bought 


several head during the second week at 
Saratoga. is owned by Irving Kirschbaum, 
whose business supplies and services work- 
ing clothes for companies in Baltimore and 
other cities. The Carolyn is Mrs. Kirsch- 
baum. Clarence Megill, who formerly 
managed the Hop Creek Farms of the late 
W. H. LaBoyteaux, is trainer and general 
manager for this comparatively new stable, 
which has been racing about a year. Be- 
sides the racing stable there is a small 
farm at Bedford, N. J., where six or eight 
mares make up the stud. 


Ashley T. Cole, chairman of the National 
Association of State Racing Commissivi- 
ers, has appointed Loyd Wright, of Cali- 
fornia, Lewis L. Bredin, of Michigan, and 
Allen S. Drew, of Louisiana, to the com- 
mittee on stimulation and drugs. 
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STUD NEWS 
*Talon Will Stand 
At Jonabell Stable 


The gray *Talon, one of the most suc- 
cessful importations from South America, 
will enter the stud at Jonabell Stables. 
Lexington, in 1949, The 6-year-old horse, 
ewned by Richard N. Ryan, arrived Octo- 
ber 18 at Jonabell Stables. located on a 
leased portion of Hamburg Place. John 
A. Bell. Jr.. who now has charge of him. 
reported the horse in excellent condition. 


The stud fee will be announced soon, 
Mr. Bell said. *Talon’s book for the first 
season will be not over 25 mares. Most 
of the seasons will be available for other 
breeders. as Mr. Ryan does not have a 
band of broodmares. 

The decision to retire *Talon in 1949 
was made during the summer, but he had 
been kept in training in the hope that he 
would be able to compete in the inter- 
national Gold Cup run last Saturday. 

Foaled September 12, 1942 at the stud 
of S. C. Magnin in Argentina, *Talon 
was sold at Palermo in October, 1944, for 
10,000 pesos (about $2.500). He won six 
of his 18 starts in his native country, but 
his most impressive showing probably was 
his third place in the Polla de Potrillos, 
equivalent of the Two Thousand Guineas. 
Most of his reputation was made after his 
importation to the United States, where he 
has earned $570,275 in two seasons. His 
last and most important victory was in the 
1948 Santa Anita Handicap. 

*Talon is by the French-bred Pantalon 
(grandson of *Durbar 2nd) out of Maron, 
by Guetaria (by St. Wolf, by St. Frus- 
quin). 


*Endeavour 2nd’s 1949 Fee 


The fee for *Endeavour 2nd in his first 
season at stud will be $1,000 for a live 
foal, Mrs. C. E. Persons has announced. 
The South American star has been at 
Llangollen Farm, Upperville, Va., since 
his recent arrival from Argentina. 

To satisfy the intricacies of export law 
in his own country, *Endeavour 2nd had 
to be sent back to Argentina, provided 
with a different set of papers, and then 
returned to the United States. 

An outstanding racer in Argentina at 
the time Jorge Atucha flew him, along 
with *Ensueno, to New York for the in- 
augural running of the international Gold 
Cup in July, 1947, *Endeavour 2nd failed 
to race to his best form in this country. 
But there is little question that he was one 
of the highest-class horses brought from 
South America.

His 
dam, Himalaya, is by Hunter’s Moon (half 
brother to *Sickle and *Pharamond 2nd) 
out of Partenope, by Perrier out of the 
Kentucky-bred Mystify, by Disguise, son 
of Domino. 


Silver Horde at Threave Main 


Mimosa Stock Farm’s Silver Horde 
(*Bull Dog—Silver Beauty, by Man 0° 
War) has returned to Kentucky to make 
the 1949 stud season at Carter Thornton’s 
Threave Main Stud in Bourbon County. 

Mr. Thornton returned this week from 
Mimosa Stock Farm—formerly H. P. Whit- 
ney's Brookdale Farm, Red Bank. N. J. 
—with the stallion and a dozen mares 
owned by M. J. O'Leary. whose Thorough- 
bred activities are carried on under the 
Mimosa name. 

Silver Horde’s fee for 1949, Mr. Thorn- 
ton said, will be $1.000 for a live foal. 

Mr. O'Leary is not transferring his en- 
tire stud to Kentucky. Some of his mares 
and the Bull Lea stallion For Liberty will 
remain at Red Bank.

Leonard Hale has succeeded Buford

Broodmares and Their Progeny 


Measured by Earnings Index 


In this column last week there was pre- 
sented a study of sire records in 1947, with 
ratings based on an average-earnings in- 
dex. Herewith is an example of the appli- 
cation of the same method to the study of 
broodmares. 

The sample given here is not represen- 
tative, and is presented only as an indica- 
tion of the method. There is no attempt 
to draw conclusions, except on a very ten- 
tative basis. 

The principal exhibit is a list of mares 
drawn from the Keeneland Summer Sales 
catalogue of 1946. It excludes below- 
average mares altogether, and is not com- 
plete for those above average. Some mares 
are left out because their progeny had 
raced only one season, and others for no 
reason except to limit the list to a reason- 
able length. 

In addition to the rating of the offspring, 
the rating of the mares themselves is given, 
that is, the ratio of their own earnings to 
the average of the years in which they 
raced. 

The degree to which the rating of race 
mares is correlated with the rating of 
their offspring is not yet known. But the 
two figures are given here in a small sam-

ple to indicate how to assemble the raw 
material from which the correlation event- 
ually can be determined. 


HEREDITY. The sample taken from 
the Keeneland summer catalogue—includ- 
ing the mares on which calculations were 
made but are not published—does show 
a considerable relationship between the 
earnings of the mare and the earnings of 
her offspring. For instance, among the 23 
mares with ratings better than 1.400 and

COUNT *HAIRAN IN 


In the list of sires with ratings above 
average in 1947, as published in THE 
Bioop-HorsE of October 16 (page 104), 
the name of *Hairan was omitted, through 
the writer’s failure to transcribe a line 
from one list to another. 

*Hairan had 74 starters in 1947, of 
which 55 were winners. Against a mathe- 
matical expectation of $209,346 (74 times 
the annual average of $2.829). they earned 
$294,333, or 1.406 times the average.

As a race mare, Elmendorf 
Farm’s MISTY ISLE (left) 
earned $50,770, a little more than 
twenty times the average of the 
years in which she was in train- 
ing. 

His daughter Cosmic Missile, 
in her first two seasons of racing, 
1946 and 1947, earned more than 
twice as many dollars (112,025). 
But Cosmic Missile’s earnings 
were still about the same as her 
dam’s, in proportion to oppor- 
tunity. She earned nearly twenty 
times the average of the years in 


which she raced. 
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with offspring which had raced at least 
two seasons, only three had progeny rat- 
ings below average. Two of these had 
brief. inconclusive records and the third 
had never been bred to a top sire. 

Among the other 20 mares in this group. 
the progeny of two won more than ten 
times the average. Four others were more 
than four times the average, and three 
others more than twice the average. 

Thus. of the 23 mares in this list. nine 
had progeny with combined ratings more 
than twice the average. The over-all rat- 
ing of the 23 mares’ progeny was about 
21. times the average. 

In comparison. the 22 mares with rat- 
ings between 1.000 and .250 for their own 
racing had progeny whose rating as a 
group was 1.278. Fourteen of these 22 
mares had progeny ratings below average. 
Only three had progeny ratings of 2.000 or 
more. 

It should be repeated, to avoid mis- 
understanding. that mares with below- 
average progeny ratings have been deleted 
from the accompanying list. At the cur- 
rent stage of development of these figures. 
it appears well enough to let high ratings 
stand as a badge of honor. For the mo- 
ment, at least, it seems impolitic to draw 
special attention to individuals whose 
progeny are below average. 

On a national scale it is most unlikely 
that the relationship between the racing 
ability of the dam and that of the offspring 
would measure quite so high. It is high 
here because of fairly uniform’ environ- 
ment and because there is more uniformity 
in the stallions with which the mares of 
the Keeneland market breeders are mated. 

In a later sample. I shall undertake to 
show a more complete breakdown of 
broodmare performance on_ this basis. 
with individual starters accounted for. 


CLOSE CONTEST 


Victories of Fleeting Star, The Mater. 
and Reflexion last week gave the young 
sire Count Fleet a total of 12 winners from 
his first crop of foals. There is now a 
close race for leadership in number of 2- 
year-old winners. 

*Beau Pere, now dead, stands at the top 
with 13 winners from 28 registered foals 
of 1946. Count Fleet and *Bahram (now 
in Argentina) have 12 winners each. 
*Bahram had 22 registered foals, Count 
Fleet 25, of which one died this year. Six- 
teen of Count Fleet’s 25 2-year-olds were 
fillies, nine (including the one that died) 
were colts. 

Among sires now represented by their 
first crop of racers, Tennessee’s Four Free- 
doms is second with ten winners, three of 
them accounted for since the recent pub- 
lication of the 2-year-old sire list. On a 
percentage basis he outranks those above 
him, as 56 per cent of his 18 registered 
foals have won.

HOW IT WORKS FOR MARES 


In Thoroughbred Sires and Dams, a volume published annually by THE 
BiLoov-Horse, broodmares are listed alphabetically. Under each mare’s name is 
given the list of her produce which raced during the year. The first mare in the 
1947 volume is Aba. Here is the 1947 record of her produce:

In 1947 the average starter in North America (19,063 horses) earned 
$2,829. With three starters, Aba’s mathematical expectation was $8,487 (three 
times the average). Her three starters actually earned $18,770, or 2.212 times 
the expectation. Or, with each horse’s earnings divided by the average, the 
calculation may be detailed as follows:

6.635 divided by 3 equals 2.212 
One of Aba’s offspring is seen to have won more than five times the average. 
‘The other two won less than the average. The over-all performance, as shown 
by both calculations, was 2.212 times the year’s average for all horses. 
These records are additive on an annual basis. Take another example, the 
broodmare Jesting Queen, foaled in 1931, by High Time—*Queen of Jest.

Gold Cup Easy 


For Citation 


in March Tue Brtoop-Horse used a 
picture of Citation on the cover, captioned 
it “The Best Since... ?” 

March was a little early in the season 
to be suggesting comparisons, but they 
already were in the making anyway, and 
what was at first an unspoken question has 
grown to be a good natured but full blown 
controversy. 

The arguments over the relative merits 
of Citation and Man o° War are as incon- 
clusive as those involving Dempsey and 
Louis, Grange and last Saturday’s gridiron 
hero. But they will keep the stoves hot 
this winter. 

Citation poured some more oil on the 
fire in the Gold Cup, an international con- 
test at 13 furlongs. weight-for-age, raced 
at Empire City-at-Belmont Park on Oc- 
tober 16. In the first running of the Cup, 
held in July. 1947, two horses were sent 
up from South America for the race. 
They were *Endeavour 2nd and *Ensueno. 
They finished fifth and seventh behind 
Stymie, which nipped Natchez at the wire. 

The South American horses were clearly 
off form because of the long air shipment. 
unfamiliar racing conditions. other fac- 
tors ‘which plague horses moved suddenly 
to foreign environments. Nobody con- 
sidered the race as conclusive. It was 
simply the beginning of a long-term ven- 
ture that would have to struggle in swad- 
dling clothes for a while before it could 
wear britches. 

This year’s invaders also felt the disad- 
vantage of flying a long distance. They 
were the Aga Khan’s Irish Derby winner 
Nathoo and Jean Nys’ Bayeux, winner of 
the Belgian Gold Cup. They had arrived 
four days before the race after an air trip 
from England. Nathoo shipped well. but 
Bayeux had wrestled himself into a stage 
of nerves during the flight, and got off the 
plane with capped hocks and assorted 
bruises. There was doubt as to Bayeux’s 
being fit enough to start in the race. but 
he settled down after his arrival and the 
swelling in his hocks diminished. He had 
come over to race, and race he did, after a 
fashion. He is a 4-year-old bay colt by 
Beguin—Bagnoles, by Grand Guignol. 

Six U. S. horses besides Citation were 
mustered against them. Some were in be- 
cause their connections thought they had 
a chance—for some of the money, any- 
how—and others were in as a gesture of 
good will toward the Empire management. 
The home team included Citation, Phalanx, 
Carolyn A., *Miss Grillo, Better Self. Ace 
Admiral, and Drumbeat.

enabled Nathoo to pick up some rooters 
attached to Atkinson’s personal cheering 
section, and the gray 3-year-old by Nas- 
rullah—Taj Shirin, by Gainsborough, be- 
came third choice in the betting. 

The distinction was a trifle remote, 
however: Citation was the 3 to 20 favorite, 
Phalanx was second choice at $10.80 to 
$1, Nathoo was $11.60 to $1. The 3-year- 
old Drumbeat, which had come from Cal- 
ifornia for the race, was the outsider at al- 
most 51 to 1. His past performances 
showed a win over On Trust and *Shan- 
non 2nd, but that didn’t tear any herring 
in New York. 

Bayeux’s jockey came with him. He was 
Marcel Wollanders, a Belgian rider who 
spoke excellent English. made a good im- 
pression on U. S. writers. 

Nathoo had taken some light workouts 
before the race. to loosen his muscles and 
give Atkinson a chance to get the feel of 
him. So had the others been on _ the 
track. Trainer Jimmy Jones expressed sat- 
isfaction over Citation’s gallops. though 
some of the clockers thought they de- 
tected a tinge of sluggishness in the colt’s 
movements. 


THE BELL. The start offered a prob- 
lem, as it had last year. Nathoo schooled 
from the gate beforehand and seemed not 
to be bothered by it. His connections de- 
cided to start him from a stall, with the 
doors fastened open. All the doors re- 
mained open, in fact. He broke well in 
the actual race. 

Bayeux took his position on the outside 
of the eight-stall gate and got off so badly 
as to have no chance of making a showing. 
Both his owner and his rider were quoted 
after the race as saying they had specifi- 
cally asked that the assistant starters stay 
away from the horse. In any case, one of 
the assistants did try to hold him. Bayeux 
tried to fight him off and veered so badly 
at the bell. in twisting away from the man, 
that he ran to the outside, lost so much 
ground that he had no chance of winning. 

Anyway, that’s how some of the Turf 
writers saw it. Starter George Cassidy 
and his brother Marshall, executive sec- 
retary of The Jockey Club and a former 
starter, later denied that Bayeux had been 
held. The Belgian horse was sore, they 
said, and sulky. 


THE CHIEF. Ace Admiral. from the 
Maine Chance Stable, was quickest away. 
but lost his lead to the King Ranch’s Bet- 
ter Self when they passed the grandstand 
for the first time. Citation was third. Car- 
olyn A. fourth, Drumbeat fifth, Nathoo 
sixth, *Miss Grillo seventh. 
eighth, Bayeux last. 

After the field settled down in the back- 
stretch, Arcaro made some noises at Ci-

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tation. and the Bull Lea colt began to whit- 
tle down the leaders. Going into the far 
turn the spectators ticke doff Citation by 
two lengths. Ace Admiral a length, Car- 
olyn A. by two, Better Self by four, Pha- 
lanx by four. *Miss Grillo by one, Nathoo 
by ten. Drumbeat and Bayeux clear out of 
range. 

There were about three furlongs to go. 
but all except Citation were going for the 
consolation prizes. Warren Wright’s Cal- 
umet Farm stable already had the $75.600 
tucked away in a gold cup. 

On the turn Carolyn A. moved past Ace 
Admiral. Phalanx moved up to third 
place, then passed Carolyn A. It was the 
only challenge against Citation, and it fell 
short. The champion 3-year-old galloped 
easily under the wire. two lengths in front 
of Phalanx. Carolyn A. was five lengths 
behind the Whitney colt. The others 
checked in like this: *Miss Grillo, Better 
Self, Ace Admiral. Nathoo. Drumbeat. 
Bayeux. 

Atkinson said Nathoo tired after a mile 
and a half. Arcaro said he “shuffled” Ci- 
tation at the eighth-pole. “but he won this 
one as easily as any of his others. I never 
hit him. But he was harder to rate than 
in any of his previous races.” 

Citation galloped back to the winner's 
circle, the other principals joined him for 
the cup presentation. the band played 
“Hail to the Chief.” 

There were few dissenting votes in the 
crowd of 49.87 (last year the attendance 
was 46.183. There were. Joe Palmer wrote 
in the Herald-Tribune, “several loud 
thumps .. . which were tracked to a few 
stubborn citizens who had at last drop- 
ped their convictions that Citation was not 
as good as Man o° War.”

the mile and five eighths was 2:42+5. It 
was two seconds slower than Man o’ War’s

Man o° War set his record in the Law- 
rence Realization.

Caliente Keeps the Pot Boiling; 
Marty Keeps the Fires Stoked 


Los ANGELES 

In the field of international relations, 
our country has a pretty good ambassador- 
at-large in Walter Marty. You may not 
have heard of him because his race track 
seldom makes the sports pages outside of 
southern California. No celebrated stars 
like Citation ever campaign at his track, 
yet season in, season out, year in, year out, 
there is racing every Sunday at Walter 
Marty’s Agua Caliente course in Baja 
California. 

One Sunday recently, Marty decided 
that the summer was over, although in 
old Tijuana it is pretty hard even for the 
natives to tell the difference. At any rate, 
the fall meeting was inaugurated the next 
Sunday. Some Sabbath soon the winter 
season will get under way, and then, of 
course, the spring session will follow. 

No one seems to mind. Pretty much the 
same Thoroughbreds keep running. and 
the crowds keep coming. 

There is something enchanting about 
racing in old Mexico, and the Sunday 
crowds, regardless of the season, range 
from five to seven thousand. Agua Cali- 
ente draws pretty heavily all the way from 
San Diego to Los Angeles, and during the 
Santa Anita, Hollywood Park, and Del 
Mar seasons the Sunday turnouts are es- 
pecially large. Trainers are like postmen, 
it seems. and on their day off they journey 
down to Old May-he-co. 

There is no race track in the West with 
as interesting a history or as colorful a 
background as Agua Caliente. Some of 
the world’s greatest Thoroughbreds, in- 
cluding the immortal *Phar Lap and the 
determined little Seabiscuit, have raced 
there. War Knight made, and won, his 
first start there. When he was considered 
all through elsewhere, Sir Thomas invaded 
Caliente and scored a long string of tri- 
umphs. 

By way of contrast, some of the cheap- 
est selling platers have also campaigned 
at Caliente and won little more than a 
chance to keep the sport alive. Through 
the years when racing was blacklisted in 
California, Caliente did that. 

The track is still a study in contrasts. 
The architecture is beautiful, but here and 
there the ornate buildings need a hunk of 
repair. The course itself is still as fine 
as any on the coast, which proves the 
track was put in right, and the barns, 
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after all these years, are in good condi- 
tion. 

The horses are old and many are not 
completely sound. But the warm sun, 
which shines just about all the time, does 
wonders for these veterans, and appar- 
ently they will go on forever. The same 
seems true of carefree Caliente. 


DIPLOMAT AND DOER. Perhaps be- 
cause he was employed at the old Tijuana 
track when Sunny Jim Coffroth first 
opened it on January 1, 1916, Walter 
Marty has always had a soft spot in his 
heart for racing in Mexico. At any rate, 
he has done a grand job of reorganization, 
is on the best of terms with Mexican offi- 
cials and horsemen in this country, and 
enjoys nothing but good will on both sides 
of the border. On his official trips to 
Tijuana, President Miguel Aleman is a 
visitor to Caliente. On the other hand, a 
trip to Caliente is a“‘must” on the sched- 
ule of every famous horseman who comes 
to Los Angeles for the winter racing sea- 
son at Santa Anita. 

Marty is the man who has made most of 
this so. Now 56, he has lived around race 
tracks since he was 23. That was the 
year he landed a job in the calculator 
room of the Overland track in his native 
Denver, and he must have liked it because 
he has never left except for two brief 
time-outs. One was to take care of some 
responsibilities in World War I. another 
was because of illness.

In between, he has been associated with 
tracks at Reno. British Columbia, Rock- 
ingham Park. Thistle Down, Bainbridve 
Park, the Fair Grounds in New Orleans, 
Ak-Sar-Ben in Omaha. and he helped to 
open Arlington) Park and Washington 
Park in Chicago. 

In 1933. when racing was legalized in 
California, he was manager of mutuel op- 
erations at Tanforan, and during the sum- 
mer, at Longacres, in Washington. In

for the and fall

In 1938 Marty purchased a part interest 
in Caliente, and took over as the general 
He held the 
post until the track was closed on October 
18, 1942. Mainly because his doctor in- 
sisted upon it, Marty dropped out of rac- 
ing then, never expecting to return to the 
sport again. But in July of last year, he 
was back again, took over the job of gen- 
eral manager, and in November purchased 
controlling interest in the track.

Apparently he thrives on hard work. He 
has directed a number of improvements, 
which the track needed badly, handles 
personnel, is in charge of “the line” which 
is posted at 10 a. m. each Sunday morning, 
has opened a rather exclusive Turf Club, 
and cheers as enthusiastically when a 
glorified plater wins his Independencia 
handicap on a Sunday as when a Califor- 
nia-bred captured the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap.

Marty in 
at Caliente are Jack 
Malley, an ex-golf pro who apparently de- 
cided that racing was not only more fun, 
but also more profitable. He is in charge 
of the main book. He goes to bed on Fri- 
day and Saturday nights with a form 
sheet, and admits that he comes up with a 
great many legitimate 5-2 shots at 8-5. So 
Malley never hesitates to give his friends 
9-5 or 2-1 on the horse. He is a crack 
handicapper, and so is Walter Dauchy, an 
ex-newspaperman from San Diego who is 
on the publicity staff. The three of them 
—Marty. Malley, and Dauchy—go into a 
huddle and come up with a very accurate 
and fair line each Sunday. 

Besides the books, Caliente also has 
mutuels for those who prefer it that way. 
But the books get a bigger play, possibly 
because it is the only place in this section 
of the country—at a race track—where 
you can wager that way. The books may 
have lost favor elsewhere, but at Caliente 
they are accepted as part of the tradition 
of the place. Without them the track 
would be as forlorn as San Francisco with- 
out fog, or as Boston without cods, culture, 
and beans.

The Long Arm of the Barrier; 


European Invasion Is Planned 


Recently I took a week’s vacation and 
spent most of the time at the Lexington 
trotting track, where the Grand Circuit 
meeting was going on. 

Aside from the racing, which was of 
the usual high order, I was interested in 
the E. M. Smith Patented Starting Gate, 
which was examined with curiosity by 
some other people connected with Thor- 
oughbreds. 

The Smith gate is a racy job. Take off 
the skeletal arm which serves as a barrier, 
and it would look like one of those racing 
cars in which Sir Malcolm Campbell 
dashes across the Utah salt flats. It’s 
tapered at both ends and streamlined all 
over. Divorced from its long arm, you 
can hardly tell the tail from the front. 

It did rather well at starting the harness 
races. Rather well, that is, for a gate 
fastened to an automobile. As you know, 
the old-time scoring has been done away 
with in harness racing. The horses jog 
up the track in post-position order, they 
wheel, and they’re off. 

The philosophy seems to be that a 
start’s a start, and devil take the luckless. 
For that reason there was an inordinate 
number of poor getaways, it seemed to 
me. It was not unusual to see two, 
three. or four horses break at the start, 
get hopelessly left. Nobody, of course. 
waited for them. 

But that isn’t to be blamed entirely on 
a particular starting device. It happened 
last year when the Phantom Barrier was 
used at Lexington, and I remembered 
some atrocious starts at Saratoga Raceway 
in 1946, when no barrier at all was used. 

So we can’t charge those incidents to 
the Smith gate. It just marks a transition. 

I was interested in the Smith gate as it 
might be adapted to Thoroughbred racing. 
As the device now operates, I vote against 
it. 


NOSES ON THE WIRE. Some of the 
first quarters at Lexington were traveled 
in 30 seconds. This is a fast getaway for 
harness horses, but not too fast for the 
class of competition at Lexington. In those 
instances, and sometimes when first quar- 
ters were covered a second or so slower, 
the horses seemed to be getting closer to 
the restraining strands of the Smith bar- 
rier than was comfortable for them or 
their drivers. 

Sometimes it seemed as if the horses 
were ready to go away appreciably faster 
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than the gate would let them, although of 
course Dr. A. C. Goff. who perched on the 
rear of the car and gave the word, pur- 
posely held them in check to give all con- 
testants a chance for a flying start. 

Then the arm swung forward, pivoting 
toward the outer rail, and the heat was on. 
It seemed to me that if a 30-second first 
quarter caused horses to crowd the gate, 
then Spy Song would knock his brains out 
with one of his quarters in :22. 

To get a sampling of first quarters on 
an average day. I checked the 15 races at 
Hawthorne and Keeneland on October 13. 
In three of them the opening quarters 
were run in 24 seconds. The other 12 went 
faster. Two went in :2244. and there 
wasn't a *Fair Truckle, a Rippey, a Spy 
Song, or a With Pleasure in the bunch. 

There seem to be two main factors af- 
fecting a start with a Smith gate or any 
other automobile-type barrier. One is 
the speed with which the arm gets out 
of the way. The other is the speed of the 
automobile, which has to spurt ahead of 
the horses as the arm swings or folds or 
telescopes. 


Horses nearest the automobile to which 
the arm is fastened can’t get clearance as 
quickly as those at the outer end. This 


may not be important in the case of har- 
ness horses, though it is by no means neg- 
ligible. But it would be vastly important 
in a running race, with one of those 22. 
second first quarters. 

The matter of car speed also introduces 
a bug. A runner veering toward the out- 
side rail, down which the starting car 
races, might be on top of the vehicle if it 
did not accelerate faster than at the trots, 

The two Cadillac motors used to drive 
the Smith car can deliver a lot of zip, but 
this introduces another hazard: as the car 
speeds down the course, the barrier arm 
pivots toward the spectators along the 
rail. There is a noticeable amount of up- 
and-down “whip” to it, and I envisioned 
the car getting off course and allowing the 
arm to knock a lot of heads off. The arm 
is cleverly engineered and despite its 
length there is almost no sag to it when 
the car is standing still. But it shimmies 
when the car gets up speed. 

During the week. I saw the start of a 
race at nine furlongs. This time the ear 
was stationed near the head of the stretch 
(the Lexington track is a mile oval). It 
made a swift and bouncy run down the 
straightaway, nearly to the first turn, to 
be sure of pulling clear of the field. It 
was obvious that the uncontrolled momen- 
tum of the heavy automobile, and the whip 
of the latticed starting arm, would make 
a clean sweep of the railbirds if anything 
went askew. 

I gathered that the harness racing peo- 
ple are not more than 99 per cent sold on 
the Smith gate. “But,” one of them ex- 
plained, “it’s an improvement over some 
of the others, and we thought Mr. Smith 
deserved encouragement. If we waited

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until the perfect gate came along we 
might be waiting a long time. It pleases 
us that men like Smith are interested in 
our problems and are willing to invest 
money in a gate. It will lead to more re- 
search and better starts.” 


PROXIMITY. I came back to the of- 
fice in some excitement, telling of a trot- 
ting mare which is being sent to Europe 
for racing. This is a reversal of flow— 
usually the European sports headliners 
come this way. where the money is. 

The mare is Proximity. She is to the 
harness world a combination of, say. 
Honeymoon and Busher. She is owned by 
Ralph and Gordon Ver Hurst, of Victor. 
N. Y. The Ver Hursts have Belgian for- 
bears, and are taking their star to the con- 
tinent to show the old folks what a first- 
class trotter looks like. They will race 
in Belgium, France, Sweden, and possibly 
Italy. 

Proximity is a 6-year-old mare by Pro- 
tector—Agnes Worthy, by Favonian. She 
is not quite up to handling Rodney, out- 
standing trotter of the season, but she 
bears down hard on the others. She is the 
leading money-winning harness mare, with 
earnings of more than $100,000. 

The Lexington track probably is the 
fastest harness racing strip in the world. 
and the Ver Hursts decided, while they 
were here. to see how fast the mare could 


go. She had a record of 2:0245 for the 
mile. In a trial against the watch she cut 
it to 1:5934. Clint Hodgins, her regular 
jock, was up. He took her in :30, :30, 
:2934, :30. 

There was a sad note accompanying the 
time trial: she was paced by a jeep. 


EXIT. During the meeting, Harry M. 
Warner got out of the harness business. 
He had assembled quite an accomplished 
stable. including the 8-year-old Kaola, a 
mare which ranked with the top trotters. 
She was, you might say, a counterpart of 
Be Faithful. She had won the $50,000 
Western Trotting Derby. among other vic- 
tories, and is by the noted sire Volomite 
out of a mare named Miss Kate B., which 
had a record of 2:0234. 

I thought the leading breeders would 
brandish money at each other defiantly. 
but she sold for only $12,000. Warner got 
$21,000 for Adios, his brilliant young pac- 
ing stallion. 


ENTRANCE. While one figure in Thor- 
oughbred racing was getting out of the 
harness sport, another was getting in. Mrs. 
F. Ambrose Clark, who paid $106,000 for 
Algasir, bought some Standardbred year- 
lings. She paid $25,000. $16,000. and 
$12,000 for three of them.

George VI Stakes 
Easy for Alycidon 


LonpDON 
Alycidon paid Black Tarquin a_ fine 
compliment when running away with the 
King George VI Stakes at Ascot. This 
two-mile race for 3-year-olds was insti- 
tuted in 1946. It was then won in bril- 
liant style by the French Souverain. Last 
year Arbar, also from France, was an 
equally easy winner. Now we have a 
home-bred victor in Lord Derby’s Aly- 
cidon, who made the French-bred colts 
Djeddah. Flush Royal. and Rigolo look 
very small. 
I have already given particulars of Aly- 
cidon and told how he is such a lazybones 


at home. On the racecourse he is differ- 
ent altogether. In the St. Leger and 


Jockey Club Stakes he had to make his 
own running. At Ascot, Benny Lynch 
was started to make the pace. He did the 
job in workmanlike manner. It was a nice 
gallop that Benny Lynch set. Douglas 
Smith, on Alycidon, was content to stay 
just behind his pacemaker until shortly 
before reaching the straight. Alycidon 
then went to the front, and racing off on 
his own won in a canter by five lengths. 

I hope the moral will not be overlooked 
when engagements are made for Alycidon 
as a 4-year-old. notably in the Gold Cup 
at Ascot. It is obvious he is a better colt 
when he has a pacemaker. 

Black Tarquin tapped him for finishing 
speed in the St. Leger. I am not going to 
forecast what will happen when they meet 
in the Gold Cup next year. Much will de- 
pend on what progress they make between 
the ages of three and four. I will say for 
Alycidon that he has an abundance of 
stamina. There was much to admire about 
the way he kept his stride all the way up 
the finishing stretch at Ascot. While he 
continued to stretch out to the full, the 
others were literally flopping about.

The disappointment of the race was 
Flush Royal. This colt, bought by the 
Glasgow bookmaker. Mr. James McLean. 
for £35.000 after the Grand Prix de Paris, 
was a complete failure. He had never 
run a bad race as a 3-year-old, and while 
he was now made to appear a non-stayer. 
that is not in accord with his record. He 
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had finished well when second to My Love 
in the Grand Prix, but at Ascot he did not 
get much more than a mile and a half. 

The race was generally regarded as a 
match between Alycidon and Flush Royal. 
There was some bright wagering over the 
pair, but when it came to the race there 
was only one in it. The Australian jockey 
Rae Johnstone rode Flush Royal. I had a 
chat with him afterwards. “I thought he 
would get the two miles.” said the jockey. 
“All I can say is he did not do so on this 
occasion. I was going quite as well as 
Alycidon as we made the turn into the 
finishing straight. Another 50 yards and 
I had gone.” 

That doesn’t seem right. Flush Royal 
has been in training since the beginning 
of the season with never a let-up. You 
can’t wind up horses like a clock and keep 
them going. I am inclined to believe Flush 
Royal has gone over the top for the pres- 
ent. He will now be retired into winter 
quarters and we shall see whether he can 
stage a comeback as a 4-year-old. I can- 
not think he is as moderate as he was 
made to appear at Ascot. 

Djeddah. who carried the Boussac col- 
ours, has never been regarded as in quite 
the same class as Flush Royal in France. 
Yet we now saw Djeddah come along to 
beat Flush Royal by a head for second 
place. Nor was there any fluke about it. 
Flush Royal was kept going in the hope 
that he would gain the stake attached to 
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second place but he could not see it 
through. 

Rigolo, who had failed to make a show 
in the Prix de Are de Triomphe. was no 
more than two lengths behind the three 
placed horses. Flush Royal should have 
beaten him much farther than that. So 
we can leave it to the future to prove 
whether Flush Royal was sold above his 
value or not. I am not passing any opin. 
ion. I am a believer in the racecourse 
test. The time was 3:3235. which is noth- 
ing out of the ordinary. That makes it 
all the more puzzling why it was a one- 
horse race. 


MR. WOODWARD’S COLT. There is 
much of interest in the 2-year-old depart. 
ment. Of the new-comers seen out at 
Newmarket I have little hesitation in say- 
ing the one with the brightest future is 
Brown Rover. owned by Mr. William 
Woodward. Do not be in the least sur- 
prised if this is another Black Tarquin in 
the making. He is a tall. beautifully bal- 
anced son of Fighting Fox and La Rose, 
by *Jacopo. with much scope for future 
development. 

He was not good enough to win the 
seven-furlong Isleham Stakes. In fact. he 
was readily trounced by the filly Suntime, 
who was also making a first appearance. 
Brown Rover took far too long to find the 
full length of his stride and was set with 
several lengths to make up in the last

I like the idea of saving colts like 
Brown Rover for an autumn campaign. 
when they can run in races which gives 
them time to settle down. Too many of 
our 2-year-olds are burned out by sharpen- 
ing them up for races at five furlongs. 

Suntime is by no means an attractive 
filly. She has neither the size nor scope 
of Brown Rover. It is in action that she 
is seen at her best. Her behaviour behind 
the starting gate left the impression that 
she might be a bit flighty, but no charge 
could be laid against her once she was 
on the move. She quickened her stride 
when asked to do so and had a comfort- 
able two lengths to spare at the judge’s 
box. Suntime is a smart staying filly. but 
I cannot picture her making as much prog- 
ress as the more backward Brown Rover. 
Suntime is a daughter of Precipitation out 
of the Hyperion mare Sun Helmet. who 
was bred by Lord Astor. Dam of Sun 
Helmet is Point Duty, by Grand Parade 
out of Pinprick, by that great stayer Tor- 
point. It would be surprising if Suntime 
did not stay with such a pedigree. The 
yearling sister to Suntime was sold at Don- 
caster for 8.100 guineas. 

Sun Helmet is also the dam of the 3- 
year-old, Woodburn, who is at present fa- 
vourite for the Cesarewitch. to be run at 
the next Newmarket meeting. Sun Hel- 
met only ran as a 2-year-old but her dam. 
Point Duty, was a winner of £2,932. She 
also bred the wall-eyed Traffic Light, win- 
ner of over £7.000 including the Corona- 
tion Stakes at Ascot. and dam of that good 
filly Amber Flash, as well as four other 
winners. 

Pinprick was the dam of seven winners 
of 1914 races, including Mannamead, 
while the next dam, Third Trick, bred 
several winners including Long Suit. dam 
of the Oaks winner Short Story. This 
family traces to Conjure, the first mare 
Lord Astor ever owned. Conjure has been 
the foundation of a remarkable family. 
members of which are to be found in all 
parts of the world.

The tabulation above shows the price 
distribution of yearlings sold at Saratoga 
in August by the Fasig-Tipton Company. 
At Saratoga, as at the earlier Keeneland 
Summer Sales, the best strength of the 
market was at the top. This year a man 
might have bought 40 per cent of the year- 
lings without bidding more than $1,700; 
last year he would have got only 20 per 
cent. 

In 1947 half the yearlings sold at Sara- 
toga brought $3,600 or more; this year 
the midpoint fell to $2,100, a drop of 42 
per cent. 

The table shows the upper limit of each 
percentile group. That is, 10 per cent of 
the yearlings sold at Saratoga in 1948 
brought $800 or less, 20 per cent brought 
$1,000 or less. The 100 per cent mark 
indicates the highest price, $44,000 in 
1947, $52.000 in 1948. 

In 1947 the average price was $5,509; 
103 yearlings, or 33 per cent of the total, 
were above that figure, 67 per cent below 
it. In 1948, with the catalogue expanded 
to accommodate increasing market pro- 
duction, the average was $4,050, and 103 
yearlings, or 26 per cent of the total, was 
above the mean, 74 per cent below it. The 
average was not only down, but was 
harder to reach. 

Even at the top, and despite the fact that 
$52,000 was the highest price at Saratoga 
in years, the figures were slightly lower 
than in 1947. Last year the 10 highest- 
priced yearlings aggregated $324,500; this 
year the 10 at the top realized $311,000. 
The top 20 brought $492.500 in 1947, 
$484,500 in 1948. The average for the top 
20 was down less than 2 per cent; for the 
others, the decline in the average was 30 
per cent.

A. J.C. Derby Goes 
To Carbon Copy 


MELBOURNE 


Royal Gem has been one of the greatest 
horses in this country for the last four 
years. At his second start in Melbourne 
since last March, he revealed further bril- 
liant form by winning the Underwood 
Stakes, a mile weight-for-age race at Caul- 
field on September 30. 

It was the first meeting held at Caulfield 
by the new Melbourne Racing Club and 
the popular secretary. John C. Reilly— 
known to his friends as “Rocket” when in 
air force blue during the war—tallied up 
an attendance of 44,000 at the turnstiles. 

Royal Gem, a 6-year-old brown son of 
Dhoti (by Dastur) and French Gem, by 
Beau Fils. started at 2 to 1 in the Under- 
wood Stakes which he won with his head 
on his chest, running the mile in 1:3614. 
As false rails were used for the day, Royal 
Gem's actual time for the distance was 
1:3514. fastest time ever run at Caulfield. 
If you want a true-blue claimant for the 
“horses for courses” title, don’t forget to 
nominate Royal Gem. 

This grand horse—he is not big and is 
more black than brown, excepting that he 
has a tan muzzle—has started 11 times at 
Caulfield for 7145 wins and two thirds. His 
winnings are now at £27,480. His owner, 
George Badman, bought his dam for 350 
guineas—against his own judgment. 


Second to Royal Gem was a smart young- 
ster named Gay Saint. by St. Magnus from 
Gay Memories. He tried to lead all the 
way. He has great speed, running the 
first four in :48°4, but Royal Gem rattled 
off the last four in :48, which is pretty good 
going after chasing a 3-year-old with 110 
pounds compared with his 129, 

At Moonee Valley on September 25 we 
saw Phoibos, (Helios—Spanish Star) 
climb a rung higher in the 3-year-old lad- 
der. He started at 1-3 for the rich Moonee 
Valley Stakes for 3-year-olds and won on 
the steel by four lengths. It could have 
been eight lengths if his rider. Breasley. 
had desired. 

Phoibos cost 1,500 guineas as a yearling. 
His dam. Spanish Star is by Gay Lothario 
from Donna Celesta. by Great Star from 
Donna Marie. by Poseidon from Faustine, 
by Gallinule. Poseidon was a grand stayer, 
winning the Caulfield and Melbourne Cups 
in the same year. Phoibos is really good 
and before the big spring meetings are 
ended you will be hearing more of him. 
Phoibos is a black, and although you get 
the impression there is a month between 
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each rib, he is exceptionally brilliant up 
to a mile and is much better than he looks. 


JUMPER. We have another champion 
steeplechaser to take the place of that 
grand old favorite, Winterset (Son 0° Mine 
—Winter’s Dream). He is a 5-year-old 
named Paroxena, who has hit the head- 
lines by winning four steeplechases in a 
row, a most uncommon happening in this 
neck of the woods. He is a real dasher. 
has great speed, jumps like a bird. and 
runs his rivals right off their plodding feet. 
He cost only 60 guineas, which bolsters my 
old argument that if you are in search of 
Turf bargains you will find them in the 
ranks of prospective hurdlers and fencers. 

On September 25 at the Valley. Parox- 
ena careered over two miles and sixteen 
fences in the remarkable time of 3:4414, 
and twice had to climb a stiffish hill at the 
turn as well as jump a fence right on the 
top of it. 

Already an offer of 2,000 guineas has 
been refused for him and that is real 
money for a steeplechaser. Perhaps Mr. 
Tim Durant, of Beverly Hills, might be in- 
terested as he was once before in old Win- 
terset, who is hale and hearty and wonder- 
ing why there are no fences in his holiday 


paddock. 


A. J. C. DERBY. Carbon Copy, so 
named because of his supposed marked 
likeness to his grandsire, Hyperion, fin- 
ished about an inch in front of Vagabond 
(Balloch—Blandsong) to win the £10,000 
Australian Jockey Club Derby at Rand- 
wick on Saturday, October 2. In third 
place was Foxami, by Nizami, sire of the 
last Melburne Cup winner, Hiraji. 

Carbon Copy is owned in Melbourne and 
as most people thought Vagabond had 
beaten him in a camera finish, Sydney peo- 
ple did not take the decision in favor of 
Carbon Copy any too kindly. Carbon Copy 
belongs to the wealthy fruit merchants 
Abe and Hymie Silk, of Melbourne, and 
they bred the colt. which is by Helios from 
Havers. by the Melbourne Cup winner 
Windbag from Baba. daughter of another 
Melbourne Cup winner in Comedy King 
(son of the English Derby winner, Persim- 
mon) from Harriet Graham, an imported 
mare by William the Third. Harriet Gra- 


ham could stay like a bailiff and won the 
Australian Cup of 214 miles. 

Carbon Copy is now favorite for the 
Victoria Derby, to be run at Flemington 
on November 2, and he looks like Winning 
it if he goes on the right way. He js 
trained by young Des McCormick, who is 
more noted for his ability in training jump. 
ers. This was the first Derby candidate he 
had saddled. 

The race was run in a rather peculiar 
way. The favorite, Royal Andrew (St. 
Andrew—Aldabra). was pocketed nearly 
all the way and he was never able to see 
daylight. 

Foxami tried to lead throughout. but 
nearing the furlong-pole he chal- 
lenged by Vagabond, with Carbon Copy 
sweeping down the center of the track, 
Near the post Vagabond and Carbon Copy 
passed Foxami and flew over the line 
together. 

Shannon’s brother, Bernbrook. finished 
a long way back and evidently he cannot 
stay. His owner, Romano, turned up at 
Randwick “dressed to kill” in the hope of 
seeing Bernbrook win the Derby. He wore 
striped pants. morning coat, and a gray 
topper, and had ordered a sumptuous din- 
ner to celebrate Bernbrook’s win—all for 
nothing. 


BARGAIN MARE. A year ago an un- 
known mare named De La Salle won a 
race worth about 40 dollars at an up-coun- 
try meeting in New South Wales. On Oc- 
tober 2 at Randwick, starting favorite at 
4 to 1, she won the rich Epsom Handicap. 
During the year she has won 12 races and 
more than £7,000 in stakes. She is owned 
by J. H. Byrne, of Manilla, New South 
Wales, who paid only about $360 for her. 

De La Salle is noted for tardy begin- 
nings and whirlwind finishes in all of her 
races, and it happened again in the Epsom. 
She ran the mile in 1:361/. 

Sydney’s first two-year-old race of the 
season, the Breeders’ Plate, was won by 
High Jip, son of that great race horse High 
Caste (by Bulandshar) from Ghippia, by 
Windbag. After his win, an offer of 4,000 


guineas was refused for him. 


BEAU GEM. At Flemington  (Mel- 
bourne) on October 2, a new w. f. a. star 
appeared. Since last November, when Beau 
Gem (Helios—French Gem) won the Vic- 
toria Derby at Flemington from the non- 
staying Chanak (Hellespont—Studio), he 
had not acted up to expectations. How- 
ever, in the new Turnbull Stakes (named 
in honor of Mr. Richard Turnbull, chair- 
man of the Victoria Racing Club), Beau 
Gem startled his connections and the cus- 
tomers by careering off to lead all the way 
to win by four lengths from Lungi (Dhoti- 
Chapani), the favorite for the Melbourne 
Cup. 

Beau Gem carried 133 pounds and on a 
holding track he ran 114 miles in 2:33.

It’s Bull Lea by Two to One; 
Requested Gains Substantially 


The makeup of the current list of lead- 
ing sires does not differ greatly from the 
one published in THe Btoop-Horse of 
July 10 (page 108). At that time the re- 
sults of half a year’s racing were tabu- 
lated. The list of leaders comprised 22 
sires represented by earnings of $100,000 
or more in first money. There were 22 
names on the roster. 

The present list mentions only the 20 
leaders. with a floor of $200.000. New to 
the list are War Admiral and Tiger. Miss- 
ing are Pantalon, Fair Trial. Milkman, 
and Eternal Bull. The tabulation accounts 
for major racing through October 9. 

There has been some shifting in position 
among the 18 sires which were on both 
lists, but in general the relative standings 
have not changed greatly. 

At the July check-up, Calumet Farm’s 
Bull Lea was the leader, from the view- 
point of first money won, with earnings of 
$521,605. This was nearly twice the earn- 
ings credited to Hash, which was in sec- 
ond place. C. V. Whitney’s *Mahmoud 
now is in second place, and Bull Lea has 
a better than 2 to 1 margin over him, with 
$1,003,145 to $440,605. 

Last year Warren Wright’s son of *Bull 
Dog—Rose Leaves, by Ballot, set an all- 
time record for earnings of a sire with a 
total of $1,259,718. It seems within prob- 
abilities that he will do as well this year, 
if not better. 


Bull Lea drew nearer to his 1947 record 
when his son Citation won Empire City’s 
Gold Cup last Saturday. First money of 
$75,600 brought Citation’s total to $664,- 
570 for this year ($820,250 all together), 
raised Bull Lea’s standing to $1,078,745, 
not counting other earnings which may 
have accumulated since October 9. *Mah- 
moud picked up $12,200 when Quarter 
Pole won the Maryland Handicap at 
Laurel last Saturday. 


Four other stallions which were on both 
lists have gained substantially in the latest 
reckoning. Coldstream Stud’s *Heliopolis 
was in eighth place in July with $157,689. 
He now is in third place with $422.609. 
Discovery has moved from eleventh place 
($142,985) to sixth ($316,262). 

*Bahram, which is lost to American 
breeding through his exportation to Ar- 
gentina, moved from eighteenth ($116,- 
065) to ninth ($281,115). And Requested 
went from twenty-first ($102,125) to

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Breeders’ Group 
Reports Progress 


CHICAGO 


The Illinois Thoroughbred Breeders As- 
sociation. successor to an earlier organiza- 
tion which expired through lack of co-oper- 
ation and interest. held its first annual 
meeting in the Hawthorne club house din- 
ing room on Wednesday evening. October 
6. Substantial progress was reported for 
the first year. The following officers were 
re-elected: president. Harold C. Hoffman: 
vice president, Clyde Troutt; treasurer. 
John J. Phillips; secretary, D. E. Jordan: 
directors. John D. Mikel. Murell A. Kern. 
and Emil Denemark. 

Speakers included James G. Jackson. 
secretary-registrar of the California Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association; Clement 
A. Nance. secretary. Illinois Racing 
Board: and State Representative Orville 
E. Hodge. Granite City. IL. former owner 
of Thoroughbreds. 

Secretary Jordan reported that the asso- 
ciation had acquired 67 members. regis- 
tered 121 foals during the first year of its 
existence. Forty-two of the members and 
a goodly number of ladies attended the 
dinner and meeting. Treasurer Phillips 
reported a small bank balance. with all 
bills paid. 

Mr. Jackson related the 11-year history 
of the California association, gave the 
Illinoisans some valuable pointers sug- 
gested by his own experiences. congratu- 
lated them on having made greater prog- 
ress in their first year than the Califor- 
nians did in theirs. He said the California 
association now has about 530 members 
who own between 1,600 and 1.800 mares. 
approximately 250 stallions (“too many 
of the wrong kind”). 

Mr. Jackson and other speakers. includ- 
ing President Hoffman. told the breeders 
to remember it takes more than a mane 
and tail or a win in the bushes to make a 
broodmare. and that every entire horse 
needs something more than fertility to be- 
come a successful sire. 

On the other hand, the breeders were 
reminded that good horses can be bred in 
Illinois because good horses have been 
bred here, from the days of the great mare 
Marian and earlier. right down to the cur- 
rent performers Hypostyle. Enforcer. et al. 


INFORMATION. The Illinoisans were 
quite interested in Mr. Jackson’s descrip- 
tion of financial support which the race 
tracks in California give to the breeders in 
that State, also in the practice of making 
the tracks available during the off season 


for breaking and trying yearlings and carly 
2-year-olds. 

He said the tracks generally, and others 
in the game, often “miss the boat” in fail. 
ing to adequately publicize the things 
which racing has done and is doing, iticlud. 
ing the uses to which state funds derived 
from racing are put. In California the 
number of county fairs supported by rae. 
ing funds increased from nine to 78. he 
said. 

“I don’t think the people generally know 
or appreciate what racing is doing in this 
regard.” he said. A_ poll in California 
showed that only 4 per cent of those polled 
knew what becomes of funds which the 
State obtains from racing. 

Registration of California-bred foals (as 
such) is an official function of the breed. 
ers’ association. In Illinois the official 
registry is in the hands of the Illinois Rae. 
ing Board. although the breeders maintain 
their own registry also. 

Early controversies over the payment of 
the 10 per cent awards to breeders of Illi- 
nois-bred winners have been terminated 
by the payment of those awards by the 
race tracks, Mr. Jordan and Mr. Nance 
reported. The latter expressed the racing 
board’s desire to co-operate with the 
breeders. 

Representative Hodge deplored the con- 
version of Fairmount Park in southern Illi- 
nois from a running to a trotting track, 
said he and many others in that section of 
the State wished to have a Thoroughbred 
track where the smaller fry could run. 
‘Paul Sirdar. who stands the former 
Whitney stakes winner Parasang (Halcyon 
—*Eastern Pageant) at his farm near 
Wadsworth, announced that several local 
horse shows have agreed to have classes 
for Illinois Thoroughbred yearlings. He 
invited the members to make entries. 


NEW SECRETARY. Unannounced as 
yet (when this was written) was the resig- 
nation of William R. (Duke) Dahlstrom 
as racing secretary for Arlington and 
Washington Parks. He resigned at the 
close of the Washington Park meeting 
after one season in the secretary's office 
at those tracks, although he had previously 
filled other roles there, including those of 
steward and placing judge. 

Dahlstrom, a resident of Chicago. was a 
protege of the late Bob Shelley. Besides 
Arlington and Washington Parks. he has 
been racing secretary at Sportsman’s Park 
and Gulfstream Park and has acted in 
various other official capacities at Narra- 
gansett. Monmouth. Garden State. Atlantic 
City. Tropical Park, and Gulfstream. He 
is the fifth racing secretary for Arlington 
Washington in the past seven years. He 
was preceded by Bob Shelley. Charles Mc 
Lennan, Webb Everett, and Fred Burton. 

It is reported unofficially that Dabl- 
strom will be racing secretary at Atlantic 
City next year.

Horse Industry 
Still Flourishes 


Around the turn of the century, the State 
of Missouri ranked as a Thoroughbred 
breeding center of some importance. There 
were those who maintained that her blue- 
grass, always welcome in a horse produc- 
ing region, rivaled that of Kentucky both 
in quantity and quality. 

Certain sections of Missouri still have 
the bluegrass, but to a great extent the 
breeding activity has disappeared. At 
present there are only a dozen or so farms 
where Thoroughbred breeding is carried 
on. 

A contributing factor to the State’s de- 
cline as a producer of Thoroughbreds was 
the outlawing of racing some forty years 
ago. Prior to that time the St. Louis area 
maintained three or four tracks that oper- 
ated practically the year round, offering 
racing that at times was among the best in 
the country: Colonial Girl, in winning the 
World’s Fair Handicap at the St. Louis 
Fairgrounds in 1904, received a purse of 
more than $40,000, a truly stupendous sum 
for the times. The Kentucky Derby of 
that year was worth only $4,850 to the 
winner, Elwood (a Missouri-bred, inci- 
dentally). 

In the years since racing was abolished 
many attempts have been to revive it. but 
each time a racing bill was introduced in 
the State legislature it was voted down. 
Those breeders who have remained in the 
game—in some cases for many years—- 
while awaiting the return of racing to the 
State certainly are deserving of commenda- 
tion for their patience and loyalty to the 
sport during what has turned out to be a 
rather lengthy intermission. 


THE MARKET. The breeders of this 
area who operate with a view toward sell. 
ing their produce have a problem common 
to all breeders not having convenient ac. 
cess to the various annual yearling auc. 
tions—-that of finding buyers privately for 
their young horses. The accepted method 
is for a breeder to develop and race his 
home-breds until they show enough on the 
race course to attract a buyer. This may 
be before a youngster gets to the post— 
on the basis of his works—or it may not 
be until the horse is three or four years 
old. Of course in some instances the 
breeder may never find a buyer. 


This puts the breeder operating in this 
fashion in the position of knowing that he 
must produce horses which will show some. 
thing in the way of performance before 
they can be sold. This is not one of the 
handicaps facing the breeders who con. 
sign yearlings to the auctions—as wit- 
nessed by the annual list of “unsuccessful 
yearlings” published in the American Rac- 
ing Manual. 


THE FARMS. Among the foremost 
breeding establishments in Missouri today 
is the Woodlands Farm of E. E. Pershall, 
located at Robertson, just outside St. Louis, 
It was here that the late Barney Schreiber, 
during the early 1900’s, maintained one of 
the most prominent studs in the middle 
West, comprising more than 100 mares and 
a good number of stallions. 


After the land passed out of Mr. Schrei- 
ber’s hands it was not used for the produc- 
tion of horses until Mr. Pershall, a St. 
Louis businessman, acquired it about ten 
years ago. Woodlands Farm today con- 
sists of 140 acres and supports a band of 
eight or ten broodmares and the stallion 
Dusky Prince, by *Pharamond 2nd— 
Brown Bride, by *Brown Prince 2nd. Mr. 
Pershall races some of his horses, sells 
others privately. In the past two years he 
has been a consignor, on a small scale, to 
the yearling sales at Lexington and Sara- 
toga. 

In years past, when there was Thorough- 
bred racing at nearby Fairmount Park, a 
feature of the spring meeting was a bar- 
becue given at Woodlands for the horse- 
men racing at Fairmount. In addition to 
providing social event, these  get-to- 
gethers furnished prospective buyers an 
opportunity to inspect the racing stock at 
the farm. Many sales resulted. 

Near New Florence is located A. P. 
Hensley’s Bear Creek Stock Farm, com- 
prising 640 acres, of which approximately 
one-half is devoted to Thoroughbred breed- 
ing. Here stands Sun Hatter, by *Sun 
Briar—Beautiful Lady, by Fair Play. This 
brother of Sun Beau is now 22 years old, 
but he is still vigorous and stops his mares. 
Mr. Hensley has five mares at present: 
Tabora, by In Memoriam—Mieux, by 
*War Star; Gay Note, by Gay Past—High 
Note, by Harrigan; Monde, by *Phusla— 
*Hellebore, by Isard 2nd; and two sisters,

by Blue Flyer—Miss Phillis, and a filly 
by Sun Hatter—Gay Note. Foals of 1948 
include a colt by Sun Hatter—Ila Bell, and 
a filly by Sun Hatter—Gay Note. Mr. 
Hensley also maintains a racing stable and 
currently has in training the 4-year-old 
gelding Jim Branch, by Contraband—Miss 
Kentucky, by Far Fair; the 3-year-old Gay 
Band, by Contraband—Gay Note, by Gay 
Past; and the 2-year-old Little L., by Can- 
nons Roar—Gay Note. All are home-breds. 
Jim Branch performed in overnight handi- 
caps and allowances last year and was a 
winner. He is a half-brother to Miss Mary 
Kay, by Morsel—Miss Kentucky, a mare 
which Mr. Hensley bred and raced with 
considerable success until selling her last 
year. 

Jim Holman, who is in the laundry busi- 
ness in Moberly, maintains a farm of 180 
acres near that city. He has ten mares 
and the 10-year-old stallion Havana Lad. 
Havana Lad, by *Havana Boy—La Cereza, 
by Cherry Tree, raced as recently as last 
winter and was acquired by Mr. Holman 
in time to make the 1948 stud season. He 
replaces Oyster Bay, which was the Hol- 
man stallion until his death as a result of 
injuries received in a fall while exercising 


in his paddock. Young stock at this farm 
consists of nine yearlings. Four are colts 
by Oyster Bay. Of five fillies, three are 
by Oyster Bay and two by *Isolater. Three 
foals of 1948 are all colts by Oyster Bay. 

Mr. Holman sells some of the Thorough- 
breds produced on his farm and reserves 
others for his own racing stable. It has 
been a custom of his to give his horses 
names which reflect the nature of his busi- 
ness. Some of those which he has bred 
and which are performing now are Irish 
Wash, Big Wash, Laundry Girl, Thrifty 
Wash and Lady Wash. 

In the vicinity of Moberly, at Brookfield, 
the veteran horseman E. D. Slavin has a 
small breeding farm. His stallion is Bin 
Bin, by High Quest—Betty Betty, by Blue 
Larkspur. Bin Bin, now nine years old, is 
a product of Colonel E. R. Bradley’s Idle 
Hour Stock Farm. Mr. Slavin is racing 
him this year after using him at stud last 
spring. There is one yearling at the farm 
at present, a filly by Bin Bin out of the 
winner Panatela, by *Bistouri. 

At the Hill Top Farm, near Fillmore, 
Vance Gilmore has the Man o’ War stal- 
lion Cannons Roar and two mares. In re- 
cent years Mr. Gilmore has also used the 
Remount stallion Buster and has a year- 
ling and a weanling by him, and also a 
weanling by Cannons Roar. Another breed- 
er who used Buster is J. B. Flater, of Lu- 
cerne. Mr. Flater has been using Remount 
stallions for the past 23 years, but recently 


disposed of his mares and is currently 
without Thoroughbreds. Buster, by *Bull 
Dog—*Felina 2nd, by Swynford, was q 
good performer as a 2-year-old in 1941, his 
outstanmding performance being a victory 
over Requested in the United States Hotel 
Stakes at Saratoga. 

Up at Clarksville is the Maple Creek 
Farm of Mr. and Mrs. John R. Shepley, 
Here stands the stallion Shell Fire, by 
Broadside—Black Sheep, by Broomstick, 
at the head of a band of eight or ten brood. 
mares. Perhaps the best individual pro- 
duced at Maple Creek was the colt Clarks.

At Parnell, Ben Jones still maintains a 
breeding farm, with about a dozen mares, 
although of course most of his time these 
days is taken up by his activities on be. 
half of Calumet Farm. It might be that 
Ben is keeping the Parnell place as a re. 
treat to which to retire in case the Calumet 
horses ever stop winning, which seems ex- 
tremely unlikely. 

For the most part, the remaining breed. 
ing activities in the State are carried on at 
farms where Thoroughbred production js 
secondary to other interests. The breed. 
ing stock consists of a mare or two which 
the farmer may keep as a pet or hobby, 
with no thought of breeding for the market,
